BRITAIN TO TRY 
AGAIN TO STOP 
SPANISH FIGHT 


London, June 2 (AP)—G reat B ri­ 
tain urged the non-intervention sub­ 
committee to greater speed today on 
her proposal for withdrawing for­ 
eign troops from Spain, hoping to 
pave the way quickly for a truce 
in the Spanish Civil war. 
Prime Minister Neville C ham ber­ 
lain was reported to have ordered 
fresh diplomatic activity by Bri­ 
tain's 
representatives 
in 
Spain, 
Czechoslovakia, 
G erm any 
and 
France to safeguard Europe’s peace. 
Britain has made no actual moves 
either toward Governm ent or In ­ 
surgent Spain for a truce, but in ­ 
formed sources disclosed she was 
considering the possibility of bring­ 
ing representatives from Barcelona 
and Burgos together. 
One of the chief obstacles was 
the opposition of Soviet Russia to 
p art of the plan for the withdrawal 
of foreign forces from Spain. 
This withdrawal, it was believed, 
would simplify B ritain’s problem in 
arranging an armistice. 
Her decision to make the attem pt 
was influenced largely by the belief 
th a t Spain’s war, now alm ost two 
years old. was the m ajor threat to 
peace and other issues could be 
wiped clear if it were settled. 
Chamberlain’s Plans 
The cabinet was understood to 
have approved C ham berlain’s two­ 
fold plans; 
1 To bring the Spanish Govern­ 
m ent and Spanish Insurgents to­ 
gether iii a roundtable peace con­ 
ference, a course which unconfirmed 
reports said Premier Benito Musso­ 
lini ol Italy already had approved.
